But are there no Caufes in the World, 
that make People fly from their Habi-ations 
but Religion?

They were a 
flourifhing People, they come not from

inate is known to be one of the firett, moft 
fruitful, rich, pleafant, and healthful Coun: 
tries in Europe—The Land rich, Provifions 
plentiful, full of great Cities and Trading 
Towns, full of-People, full of Commerce, 
and full of Manufa@ures———The Rhine runs 


thro’ it, the Main and the Nekar traverfe 


and encompals it; three Rivers, the Navi- 
tt Trade, and 
eget Wealth to,the Inhabitants;
